The main track of discussion- finan- 
cial backing and reasons behind space travel, first orbital rocket and the station to 
be built from it, the next rocket jump to the moon and possible lunar projects- is 
amplified by details of earth to space station supply ships, necessary clothing and 
the kind of living conditions to expect, different types of lunar rockets and space 
stations that may have to be constructed to accommodate problems like air circulation, 
fuel storage, meteorites, gravity etc., and finally setting up headquarters on the 
moon itself. Here the authors envision further study of the heavens and the mining 
of certain metals to be carried on preferably from a cave base where air, water and 
plant life can be facilitated.

Sudeley. She falls in love herself with Ned Seymour only to have her desires thwarted 
by her ambitious parents who fall prey to the Duke of Northumberland's successful plot 
to marry Jane to his son and persuade Edward to change the crown's inheritance.

Without senti- 
ment or the attempt to justify either business power or the rising demands of labour, 
Swift's career is related disinterestedly and with a liveliness that colors both his 
family and business life. After "Stave" dressed his first pig on Cape Cod and married 
his girl Ann Higgins, his road led quickly to his own business, then to Albany, then to 
Chicago where he could be in close contact with beef at its origin. Successful bucking 
of stockyard competition from men like Morris, Sherman and Armour, preceded the develop- 
ment of refrigeration cars to get actual fresh steak to New York dining tables, and a 
trip to Britain for a hardwon deal with London meatmen. Eugene Debs, the Panic of 1893, 
and Jane Addams presented factors for men like Swift to ponder in later years. The auth- 
or has done admirably in presenting Swift as typical of those who rose on their own and 
found it hard to see why others could not do the same.

* The happenings in Ralph Bunche's life are dramatic enough in themselves to cause 
considerable marvel. The broad and solid treatment they receive here does justice to the 
man's calm, levelheaded personality, his wisdom and his commendable career. Beginning 
with Bunche's ancestry there is a survey of the slavery question, its particular bearing 
on Ralph Johnson's trip to Detroit after the civil war and his daughter's marriage to 
the barber Fred Bunche. The trials of young Ralph's life- poverty, and migration to Los 
Angeles, set the stage for his development into a studious, hard working boy who won 
scholarships to UCLA and Harvard. A teaching position at Howard University led to more 
fellowships, work with Gunnar Myrdal and his study of the American Negro, eventually to 
the U.N. trusteeship council and the challenging job as Arab-Jewish mediator. Always 
Bunche met the race prejudice that hounded him even to his banquet after winning the No- 
bel Peace prize, and the author has, along with his historical fact and his revelation 
of Bunche as a warm personality, kept the evil essence of prejudice in clear relief. 
There is a tendency to over-glorify Bunche and to obscure for example the feelings of 
the Jews and Arabs themselves, but the man's irrefutable honesty lends himself to all 
out praise. In spite of shortcomings- fine biographical material vividly and adultly pre-
